Hi Ms. Majovski. 

That argument about the City not being responsible for damage in transit would be kind of 
convincing if it weren't that the City has unilaterally chosen to require this data to be 
transported by literally the ONLY possible way in which it can be damaged in transit. 

Since the City refuses to explain this decision and since the City routinely uses other 
means of data transport in which the data cannot be damaged in transit it's pretty hard to 
escape the conclusion that the City is in fact responsible for the transit damage. I am 
not aware of any other City department which mails optical disks in response to CPRA 
requests. Even LAWA does not do this. 

Since the only other salient quality of data transfer by mail on physical medium besides 
allowing for transit damage is that it's the absolute slowest means of data transfer that 
can plausibly be adopted, it's pretty hard to escape the conclusion that LAWA chose it 
intentionally to delay and to allow for damage. Add that to an otherwise inexplicable 
distinction between "the person designated to provide the copy" from the person designated 
to allow inspection of the copy, the only function of which is also to delay, it all adds 
up to delay caused by LAWA. 

Can you at least tell me the physical form of the records which I am to be allowed to 
inspect during office hours? 

Thanks again for LAWA's cheerful insistence and determination to follow the letter of the 
law, nevermind the spirit!

Sadly 
it is broken and therefore unreadable. This, if you're curious, is 
pretty much the reaons why most of the world gave up on optical disks 
about 10 years ago. At this point it appears that the options before 
us are: 

a) You mail me a new disk and repeat until one of them is readable. 

b) You allow me to come in and pick up a disk during office hours 
rather than during some arbitrary subset of office hours that only 
apply to people picking up disks in response to CPRA requests for 
material made non-exempt by SB1421. 

c) You move into the 21st century and transfer the data to me via a 
cloud service. I know from personal experience that LAWA has used Box 
in the past for this. Dropbox also works well. You're welcome to use 
my account at:
